IX. How to know the Fixed Stars and Planets. 


HE beſt way to know them is by frequent Obſervation. 
T Firſt for the Planets,afrer you have learn'd the Uſe of an 
them ers (wn is frequently raught in moſt Books Introduto- 
nto Aſtrology) then examine when you find the Moon in Con- 
mation with any Planets, and you may obſerve at the time given 
{sheo the Moon is above the Horizon) her Conjunition with Sa- 
turn, Fupiter, Mars, &c. and thereby take a view of them, and 
waſequently by pra&ice come ready to know them when-ever 

appear in your ſight, which muſt needs be very pleaſant 

delightful. So the 21ſt, day of September this year, the 
Hoon riſes at 39' paſt at night, but may be ſeen with Mars at 4 
inthe Morning, and the 27th of Fuly the Moon may be ſeen Ri- 
fng with Mars, a Star of a fiery red colour ; and fo of the reſt 
when they are with the Moon, when ſhe ſhines——. And in the 
dext place,the Stars may be known by being in ConjunRion with 
the Moon after the ſame manner, having firſt a Catalogue of their 
Longtitudes and Latitudes, which are frequent in every Book of 
Atronomy or Aſtrology : Burt if that be thought troubleſome pro- 
xed thus, which is the way I chiefly intended ro ſhew Learners, 
that are not Maſters of the Globe : vis.
